OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Four Palestinians 
were injured on Sunday when 
two petrol bombs were thrown at 
an Arab bus in the occupied West j 
Bank, military sources said. 

They said another petrol bomb 
was hurled at the West Bank j 
home of an Arab policeman, set- * 
ting fire to a few trees, but 
causing no injuries. 

In the West Bank town of 
Ramallah, a hand grenade was 
burled at an Israeli military vehi- 
cle, but failed to explode, they 
said. 

The Israeli Itim news agency 
reported fiat the attack on fie. 
bus occurred near Jenin 100 
kilometres south of Jerusalem. 

According to Itim, some of fie 
passengers noticed two masked 
people running away from the 
bus. They gave chase and found 
three more firebombs, .Itim re- 
ported. The assailants escaped. 

5-year-old shot and wounded

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Two 
empty Kuwaiti oil tankers, under 
escort by a mighty six-strong flo- 
tilla of American warships, were 
inching their way towards Kuwait 
on Monday. 

The convoy was last reported 
seen moving towards northern 
Gulf seaianes where a mine holed 
the supertanker Bridgeton last 
month. 

The convoy is fie fourth north- 
bound and sixth overall since July 
20 the U.S. began offering naval 
protection to reflagged Kuwaiti 
tankers flying fie American flag. 
The two tankers under the latest 
escort miss ion are fie Surf City 
and the Chesapeake City, accord- 
ing to eyewitnesses and shipping 
sources quoted by news agencies 
whose accounts were confirmed 
by fie Pentagon in Washington 
on Sunday. 

The convoy was sighted half- 
way along its voyage to Kuwait 
without any incidents being re- , 
ported. The convoy was steaming 
past the Bahrain lighthouse, ab- 
out 370 kilometres north, en 
route to Kuwait’s Mina AI Ahma- 
di oil loading terminal. 

“This convoy has got double 
the fire-power of earner escort 
runs," said one Western diplomat 
quoted by Reuter. 

According to the U.S. central 
command in Tampa, Florida, in- 
cluded fie guidea missile cruiser 
USS Reeves and guided missile 
frigate USS Hawes. 

It said RH-53D Sea Stallion 
helicopters from the assault car- 
rier Guadalcanal searched for 
mine s and aircr tft from the attack 
carrier Ranger, stationed outride 
fie Gulf, provided air cover.

Iranians strafe Kuwaiti ship 
amid continuing Iraqi raids 

New wave of sea and land attacks raises 
fears of all-out 'tanker war’ and ‘war of cities’

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Ira- 
nian Revolutionary Guards 
strafed a Kuwaiti cargo vessel in 
the Gulf and Iraqi warplanes 
launched a fifth raid on Tehran’s 
oil tankers in three days, signall- 
ing a new flare-up in the “tanker 
war.” 

The spate of new attacks spelt 
an end to a six-week de facto 
ceasefire in fie war at sea be- 
tween Iran and Iraq. 

“Both rides have clearly lost 
patience and it seems as \ though 
Baghdad decided to up the stakes 
on Saturday,” said one Western 
diplomat in the region quoted by 
Reuter. ■ 

It was on Saturday that Bagh- 
dad renewed attacks on Iran’s 
offshore oil terminals and tankers 
after several warnings fiat it was 
growing impatient with Tehran's 
refusal to accept the United Na- 
tions demand on July 20 for a 
Gulf war ceasefire. 

Iran immediately threatened 
retaliation and just before dawn 
on Monday Revolutionary 
Guards mounted a hit-and-run 
attack on the Kuwaiti container 
ship Jabal AH off the United 
Arab Emirates coast near the 
Strait of Hormuz. 

The guards circled fie 20,526- 
ton vessel in three small gunboats 
and sprayed machinegun fire and 
rocket-propelled grenades into its 
hull near the accommodation 
quarters, damaging 35 contain- 
ers, shipping sources said. 

Shipping Sources speculated 
the Iranian speedboats that 
attacked the Jabal Ali might have 
come from Abu Musa, an Ira- 
nian-held island about 65 
kilometres off the coast, which 
has been used in fie past as a 
base for such forays. 

The sources said fie Jabal Ali 
sustained minor damage and was 
proceeding to Dubai for repairs. 

The attack coincided wifi an 
announcement tty Iraq that it had 
hit two more ships, the fourth and 
fifth, in the latest flareup in the 
Gulf.

Hours after the Jabal Ali 
attack, Iraqi jets flew a long- 
range mission to Iran’s southern 
Gun ofl terminal at Larak Island. 
Lloyds shipping intelligence said 
they fired a missile into the engine 
room of the 226,319-tonne Ira- 
nian supertanker Shoush. The 
extent of the damage or casualties 
was not immediately known. 

It was Baghdad’s first attack on 
Larak since last November when, 
aviation sources said. Iraqi jets 
made an emergency -landing in 
Saudi Arabia on their way back 
to base after running short of 
fuel. 

Less than 24 hours before 
Iran’s attack on the Jabal All, the 
most heavily-armed U.S. convoy 
since Washington's Middle East 
task force began escorting 
Kuwaiti oil tankers in late July 
bad sailed through fie southern 
Guff. 

Iran has consistently targeted 
Kuwaiti vessels for attack be- 
cause of tiie emirate’s support for 
Baghdad in the Gulf war. 

Unlike 10 Kuwaiti tankers 
which now fly the U.S. flag and 
feny oil under U.S. naval protec- 
tion, fie Jabal Ali was sailing 
under Kuwaiti colours. 

It is owned by a pan-Gulf firm. 
United Arab Shipping Company, 
whose shareholders are the gov- 
ernments of Kuwait, Sandi Ara- 
bia, fie United Arab Emirates, 
Bahrain, Qatar and Iraq. 

Iran’s Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayah had warned at 
the weekend that Tehran’s re- 
taliation might indude attacks on 
“facilities winch equip Iraq and 
beef up its war machine.” 

■ But shipping sources said Iran 
might have been unaware of the 
Jabal All’s widespread own- 


ership, singling it out for attack 
because it was flying a Kuwaiti 
flag and was well out of reach of 
the huge fire-power of a U.S. 
convoy. 

Elsewhere in the Gulf war- 
front. Iran said its warplanes 
bombed an Iraqi town on Mon- 
day and Iraq warned it would 
pound Iranian cities with missiles 
an air raids if Tehran carries out 
its threat to bombard Iraqi 
population centres. 

Tehran's official Islamic Re- 
public News Agency (IRNA) 
quoted a military communique as 
saying Iranian jets "heavity 
bombed military and economic 
targets" in the northern Iraqi 
town of Dukan at 1.10 p.m. (0940 
GMT). 

Claiming the fighter-bombed 
inflicted “substantial losses on the 
enemy,” the communique said all 
fie raiders returned safely. 

Iraq denied an Iranian claim 
that one of its fighters was 
downed over fie northwestern' 
Azarbaijan province Sunday. 

Both sides have sporadically hit

Amid a renewed Iraqi air

During the meeting at the 
Royal Scientific Society (RSS), 
Prince Hassan stressed tne im- 
portance of regional and bilateral 
technological cooperation, the 
Iordan News Agency, Petra, re- 
ported. 

Earlier on Monday Mr. Klein 
signed of an agreement under 
which West Germany will pro- 
vide a 17 million deutchmark loan 
to help Jordan finance develop- 
ment projects carried out by 
municipal and village councils. 

The loan, considered part of a 
Jordanian-West German econo- 
mic and financial cooperation 
programme for 1987 and 1988, 
will be supplied to the local coun- 
cils through the Cities and Vil- 
lages Development Bank 
(CVDB). The accord was signed 
on behalf of Jordan by Planning 
Minister Taber Kanaan. 

Under fie two-year economic 
cooperation programme. West 
Germany has pledged to proride 
Jordan a total of 70 million 
deutchmarks in soft loans for the 
implementation of development 
projects in fie Kingdom. 


Prior to signing fie accord. Dr. 
Kanaan briefed Mr. Klein on 
Jordan's national development 
plan for 1986-1990 and its objec- 
tives. 

The Kanaan-Klein meeting 
also focused on the general socio- 
economic conditions in the occu- 
pied territories and means of im- 
proving these conditions. 

Following the signing of the 
agreement, Mr. Klein was re- 
ceived by Prime Minister Zaid 
Rifai in the presence of Dr. Ka- 
naan. 

Mr. Rifai discussed with the

70 missing in S. African mine explosion 
less than 24 hours after strike ended 


WELKOM, South Africa (Agen-' 
des) — | Seventy workers were 
missing on Monday after an ex- 
plosion ripped through a South 
Africa gold mine less than 24 
hours after a nationwide miners’’ 
strike ended. 

The blast occurred as a lift 
carried miners down a shaft at St. 
Helena mine at Weikom, south- 
west of Johannesburg, a state- 
ment by fie owners, General 
Mining Union Corporation 
(GENCOR), said. 

It said the cause of the blast 
was not known and there were no 
details of possible casualties. 

Shouts were heard from 
stranded miners down the 1,367- 
metre deep shaft as frantic rescue 
operations began, GENCOR 
spokesman Gary Maude said. 

Monitoring equipment showed 
fie lift stopped 900 metres below 
fie surface but the fate of the 
miners inride was not known, 
Maude said. 

No word on possible casualties 
was available. More than 800 
miners, almost all of them black. 


died in mining accidents in South 
Africa last year and danger pay 
was an issue in fie strike by about 
250,000 miners which ended 
Sunday. 

Maude said some of fie mis- 
sing were in openings at various 
levels down me shaft. Rescue 
operations were hampered by 
mangled metalwork in fie shaft, 
badly damaged by fie explosion. 

More than 300 miners down 
fie shaft at the time of the explo- 
sion had escaped by working their 
way through underground tun- 
nels to another shaft, Maude 
said. 

The strike was settled when 
union officials agreed to a pack- 
age of slightly improved benefits 
that union members had over- 
whelmingly rejected four days 
earlier. 

Negotiators said wages, which 
had been fie foucs of the dispute, 
were not discussed at Sunday’s* 
talks fiat culminated in an end to 
the strike. 

Several companies reported 
fiat miners had begun returning 


to work Sunday night and were 
continuing to do so Monday. 

Some miners who left mine 
compounds during the strike and 
returned to their homes in neigh- 
bouring states or South Africa’s 
black homelands were not ex- 
pected back for several days. 

The National Union of Mine- 
workers (NUM). South Africa's 
biggest black trade union, sur- 
prised white employers by mobi- 
lising huge numbers of workers 
and sustaining the strike. 

Black trade unions, seeking to 
narrow the wages eap between 
black and white workers in South 
Africa, were legalised only eight- 
years ago. 

Although the NUM failed to 
achieve its main pay demand and 
agreed to end the strike on terms 
simil ar to ones rejected previous- 
ly, NUM General Secretary Cyril 
Ramaphosa refused to admit de- 
feat. 

He told a news conference Sun- 
day night fiat fie strike could be 
seen as a dress rehearsal for 
further action.

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U.S. warships escort new 
tanker convoy into the Gulf 


DUBAI (R) — American warships and minesweep- 
ing helicopters escorted a new convoy of tankers into 
the Gulf on Wednesday, airborne reporters said. 


About five U.S. warships 
escorted three or four tankers 
sailing in line. Two of the 
warships, the frigates Thach and 
Ford, were seen" in the Gulf for 
the first time. 

The helicopter carrier Guadal- 
canal was to the side of the 
convoy and other commercial 
ships appeared to be tagging 
along, the American NBC Televi- 
sion Network reporters said. 

The tankers did not appear to 
be reflagged Kuwaiti vessels, 
which are" entitled to U.S. protec- 
tion. and one shipping source said 
they might be U.S.-owned tank- 
ers flying foreign flags. 

Shipping sources said the next 
convoy of reflagged tankers to 
enter the Gulf had been expected 
around Oct. 5. 

Meanwhile U.S. forces, under 
orders to attack any ship seen 
sowing mines, began escorting 
another Kuwaiti tanker convoy 
southward through the Gulf oh 
Tuesday, the Pentagon said. 

Defence Department spokes- 
man Fred Hoffman told reporters 
the liquefied gas carrier Gas 
Prince, flying the American flag. 


left international waters off 
Kuwait about 5 a.m. local time, 
escorted by the U.S. frigate 
Hawes. 

Mr. Hoffman said the 10th 
U.S. -escorted convoy of Kuwaiti 
tankers was proceeding through 
the central Gulf without incident. 

The announcement at a regular 
briefing with reporters came as 
the United States warned it 
would immediately attack any 
ships sowing mines in the water- 
way and a key U.S. senator prop- 
osed a total’ American embargo 
on Iranian oil. 

Mr. Hoffman also said that U.S. 
forces had spotted at least three 
objects in the sea near Dubai on 
Sunday which might have been 
mines and that shipping had been 
warned to use caution. 

“We have'nt satisfied ourselves 
yet that they were mines,” he 
said. 

U.S. forces last week attacked 
and captured an Iranian landing 
craft, the Iran Ajr, which the 
Pentagon said was sowing mines 
50 miles north east of Bahrain. 
The U.S. Navy later sank the ship 
and returned -6 crewmen to Iran 
through Oman. 


Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, just back in 
Washington from visiting Arab 
leaders and U.S. forces in the 
Gulf, said in a U.S. television 
interview on Tuesday: 

“When mines are being laid, 
and we see them, then of course 
we'd attack the ship and try to 
take it just as we aid the other 
one because that's about as clear 
a violation and as dear a crime as 
you can have in intematinal open 
waters." 

Asked if the United States 
would continue to attack mine- 
laying vessels, Mr. Weinberger 
replied: “Oh yes, of course, that’s 
part of our rules of engagement. 
That's about as hostile an pact as 
you can imagine and we are not 
required to wait until we're hit. to 
wait until a ship is sunk. 

“If we see a hostile act being 
committed, and laying lethal 
mines is certainly that, yes we 
attack immediately.” 

Senate Republican leader 
Robert Dole of Kansas proposed 
a complete U.S. embargo on Ira- 
nian oil and other imports. 

The Republican presidential 
aspirant introduced an amend- 
ment to bar the imports — which 
include some $700 million in oil 
— as an amendment to a pending 
defence bill. 


He said the U.S. needed to 
send a message to Iran it “will not 
tolerate business as usual,” alleg- 
ing that Iran had fired Chinese- 
made Silkworm missiles at 
Kuwait and mined the Gulf. 

Mr. Hoffman told reporters at 
the Pentagon that the Hawes was 
the only ship escorting the Gas 
Prince, whicn arrived at Kuwait 
under escort on Sept. 16 to take 
.on a load of liquefied gas. But he 
said the U.S. helicopter landing 
ship Guadalcanal was in the re- 

g on to give assistance in hunting 
t mines if necessary. 

Mr. Hoffman disputed charges 
by some Gulf shipping sources 
that the U.S. Navy might have 
been tardy in warning that the 
objects had been sighted 15 miles 
north of Dubai by the destoryer 
Kidd and one of its helicopters on 
Sunday night. 

“Right,'’ he said when asked if 
shipping had been warned im- 
mediately afterwards. 

Three British minesweepers 
began operating in the Gulf on 
Tuesday and regional shipping 
sources said one of three was 
warning ships steering toward the 
area off Dubai. 

“As yet, even as we speak, we 
have no concrete evidence that 
there are any mines there." Mr. 
Hoffman said. 


Weinberger Gulf trip may signal more involvement — Pravda 


MOSCOW (R) — Pravda on 
Wednesday said U.S. Defence 


Secretary Caspar Weinberger’s 
trip to the Gulf could signal deep- 
er American involvement in tne 
region. 

The visit last week was "at least 
inappropriate at a time when 
intensive diplomatic efforts are 
being made to settle the Iran-Iraq 
conflict." the Soviet Communist 
Partv daily said. 

“fn the’ opinion of political 
observers, it can serve as a signal 
for still deeper U.S. involvement 
in the Iran-Iraq conflict, which 
has already gone too f3r.” 
Moscow has condemned the 
presence of U.S. warships, sent 
by Washington to protect mer- 
. chant vessels from the spillover 
from the war. as a major source 
of tension in the Gulf. 

It has also supported United 
Nations efforts to bring about a 
ceasefire between Iran and Iraq. 
The Soviet Union called on 


Tuesday for the chiefs-of-staff of 
the five permanent members of 
the Security Council to coordin- 
ate formation of an international 
force to safeguard ships in the 
Gulf. 

The Kremlin's Deputy Foreign 
Minister, Vladimir Petrovsky, 
told reporters the U.N. Military 
Staff Committee, long a low- 
profile panel that meets occa- 
sionally and in private, should be 
strengthened. 

Usually the panel members just 
meet and welcome each other, he 
said. “But this is a good place for 
the heads of military’ staff to 
meet, to discuss the situation and 
report to the Security Council,” 
he said. 

Mr. Petrovsky said the military 
committee could marshal an in- 
ternational force to replace the 
warships now in the Gulf. 

"Our new idea, a radically new 
idea, is to use the military staff 
committee so if, for example, the 


presence of the fleet is necessary, 
then this presence will be con- 
ducted under the United Nations 
flag." he said. 

Under the U.N. charter, the 
staff committee comprises the 
military chiefs of staff, or their 
representatives, from the perma- 
nent members of the Security 
Council — the Soviet Union. 
France, Britain, China and the 
United States. It is to advise the 
council on “all questions relating 
fo (its) military requirements for 
maintaining peace and security." 

Last week, Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze 
called for a U.N. naval presence 
in the Gulf. 

The Soviet Union. U.S., Bri- 
tain and other nations have naval 
forces in and around the Gulf to 
keep the seven-year-old Iran-Iraq 
war from closing down vital ship- 
ping lanes. - •

Adm. Crowe 
warns U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A top 
military officer has told the Sen- 
ate the navy is studying ways to 
reduce the number of U.S. ships 
in the Gulf region, but added it 
would be a “terrible error” for 
Congress to order a .withdrawal. 

“We’re groping as to what the 
long-term level of forces should 
be there,” Adm. William J. 
Crowe Jr., the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, said in 
testimony to the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. 

“We are looking at ways to 
draw down our forces to a more 
reasonable level," he said, noting 
that there are about 10 U.S. ships 
in the Gulf itself and another 20 
nearby waters. 

Asked to assess the impact of a 
proposed congressional order to 
halt President Ronald Reagan's 
policy of reflagging Kuwaiti tank- 
ers. Adm. Crowe said, “to with- * 
draw would be a terrible error 
and admission ... 1 just think it 
would be a bona fide mistake. I 
don’t see what it would gain." 


State Department 
assails opposition 
to Saudi deal 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The State Department de- 
nounced opposition to a prop- 
osed SI. 4 billion sale of arms to 
Saudi Arabia on Tuesday and 
urged senators wanting it drop- 
ped to keep an c-pen mind. 

“It is unfortunate that these 
sales are being opposed by some 
when the Saudis are providing 
critical support to U.S. naval 
operations in the Gulf." State 
Department spokeswoman Phyl- 
lis Oakley told reporters. 

She did not specify the support, 
but said it met “our mutual in- 
terests and needs in ways in which 
many in Congress have long 
urged."

Pentagon to decide this week on 
fate of Israeli anti-missile system 


WASHINGTON — The fate of a 
revolutionary Israeli anti-missile 
system that proponents say could 
change the military balance in the 
Middle East or protect Western 
Europe against very short-range 
battlefield missiles will be de- 
cided this week in the Pentagon. 

The new Israeli weapon, key to 
Israel's participation in the 
Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI), would deal with missiles 
below 300 miles in range. That is 
where the main Soviet tactical 
threat to West Germany and 
allied forces in Europe lies. 

Under the proposed new U.S.- 
Soviet INF agreement missiles 
form 300 to 3,000 miles in range 
would be eliminated- from 
Europe. Israel has developed an 
anti-tactical ballistic missiles 
(ATBM) system, which it prop- 
oses to demonstrate within 24 to 
36 months of a funding go-ahead. 

The system is designed to shoot 
down Soviet missiles of under 300 
miles range with an anti-missile. 


First phase deployment of the 
missiles could take place the early 
1990s. 

The company that would do 
most of the work on the project in 
Israel is Israel Aircraft Industries, 
which developed the now cancel- 
led Lavi jet fighter. 

Unlike the Lavi. the ATBM 
would make a compelling export 
item, its proponents aruge. “It 
will be the first (such system) in 
the world and the only one in the 
world,” one said. 

The Israelis have told the 
Strategic Defence Office under 
Li. General James Abrahamson 
that they could develop the sys- 
tem for $200 million. 

The proposal covers not only 
research and development but 
also demonstration of a compre- 
hensive system. For the Israelis, 
this would mean an ATBM 
umbrella over their country with 
a high reliability and a very low 
“leak rate” — meaning that only 
an estimated one in 1,000 such 


missiles would get through, prop- 
onents of the programme claim. 

Israel would then become the 
first country in. the world to de- 
monstrate the central issues of 
SDI — that a nation can defend 
itself against missiles by shooting 
them down with a high rate of 
accuracy. 

The project has been approved : 


in principle by the SDI office, the 
U.S. Army* and the Convention- 
al Defence Initiative Office. But 
it has been approved so far only 
on the basis of a cost-sharing 
formula that its backers sav 
would make development iin- 
possible. 

The Israelis are seeking a for- 
mula under which the United 
States would count land, build- 
ings and < expert know-how pro- 
vided by Israel as part of its 
contribution.

NEW YORK (USIA) — U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
and the foreign ministers of 
Bahrain and Iraq agreed on Tues- 
day on the need for maintaining 
pressure on Iran in an effort to 
end the seven-year-old Iran-Iraq 
war. according to a State Depart- 
ment spokesman. 

Shultz also met with the presi- 
dent of Lebanon and the foreign 
minister of Bangladesh during'’ a 
busy morning of bilateral contacts 
on the fringes of the United 
Nations General Assembly 
meeting. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman said Shultz's dis- 
cussions with Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Mohammed Ibn Mubarak 
Al Khalifa of Bahrain show that 
"pur bilateral relations are in 
excellent shape. There are no 
problems.” He said the two 
ministers talked about the Iran- 
Iraq war and efforts to resolve 
that conflict. 

"There was agreement on the 
need to keep the pressure on, 
particularly on Iran, and to keep 
(U.N. Security Council) Resolu- 
tion 598 intact as we proceed 
ahead in these efforts. Essential- 
ly, you could say there was agree- 


ment with the approach that was 
adopted at the end of last week,'* 
Redman said in reference to a 
Sept. 25 luncheon meeting be- 
tween U.N. Secretary General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar and the 
foreign ministers of the five 

E ermanent members of the 
ccurity Council — Britain, Chi- 
na, France, the Soviet Union and 
the United States. 

Redman pointed out that 
Shultz described in some detail 
the course of action the five 
permanent members Agreed to 
follow. They agreed “to pursue 
the implementation of the 
resolution and in that context to 
work on the question of enforce- 
ment measures," he said, adding. 
“I think this element of pressure 
is very dear in all of that.” 

The spokesman said he ex- 
pected Security Coundl consulta- 
tions on the effort to begin “in 
due course, in the not too distant 
future.” 

In Shultz's meejing with Fore- 
ign Minister Tareq Aziz of Iraq, 
there was some discussion of bi- 
lateral issues. Redman said, with 
both ministers agreeing that “our 
bilateral relationship is moving 


ahead well and both sides intend 
to continue to keep it moving that 
way.

Central Bank governor returns after 
conferring on Arab monetary issues

AMMAN. {Petra) — The gov- 
ernor of the Central Bank of 
Jordan (CBJ), Hussein AI 
/Qasem, returned to Amman 
'Monday after heading Jordan's 
delegation to the 12th meeting of 
governors of central banks in 
Arab states, which was also 
attended by heads of Arab 
monetary institutions. 

:• Jn a statement upon his return, 
Mr. Qasem said that the meeting, 
held in Tunis on Aug. 24 and 25, 
gave its approval for arrange- 
ments to finance Arab countries’ 
exports, as presented in a propos- 
' 10 from the Arab Monetary Fund 
(AMF). The project has been 
teferred to a technical committee 


to work oat a final formula before 
.it can be put into force, Mr. 
Qasem said. 

The meeting also approved* 
another proposal calling on Arab* 
countries to conduct consulta- 
tions on their monetary policies, 
and thereby, develop greater 
coordination. 

Each central bank and monet- 
ary institution will submit a re-* 
port to AMF about its country’s 
growth rate, targets, and its 
monetary and exchange policies. 
The AMF will then work out an 
analytical paper about Arab 
countries’ monetary policies to be 
distributed to various participat- 
ing states. 


According to Mr. Qasem, the 
meeting commended the Amman 
Financial Market for its develop- 
-ment, and its efforts to achieve a 
high level of cooperation among 
Arab financial markets. 

The CBJ presented to the 
meeting a derailed study of the. 
economic situation in the occu- 
pied West Bank and Gaza Strip 
during the 1980s, as well as a brief 
review about a programme for 
the development of the Israeli- 
occupied territory, Mr. Qasem 
noted. 

Mr. Qasem was accompanied 
'to the meeting by Dr. Adib Had- 
dad, executive director of CRTs 
research ad studies department.

Prince Hassan opens 
Irbid services office 


IRBID (Petra) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
Monday opened in Irbid a public 
services office for offering help 
and advice to citizens on energy 
and electricity. The office was set 
up by the Ministry of Energy and 
Mineral Resources, in 
tion with the Irbid 
tridty Company (IDECO). 

The Crown Prince was briefed 
by IDECO Director General 
Abdul Ra’ouf Al Sheikh on the 
office goals and the free services 
which it will offer to the public. 
Prince Hassan also inspected the 
equipment and devices available 
in the office and the samples and 
models for energy conservation 
‘ for the public, 
new office aims to offer 
free technical and consulting ser- 
vices to organisations and 
citizens, and also to receive their 
enquiries and complaints regard- 
ing electricity and energy issues, 
particularly thermal insulation, 
building design, solar heaters, 
lighting, central beating, air-con- 
ditioning, and electrical equip- 
ment. The main goal is the con- 
servation of energy. 

The office will also conduct, 
studies on energy conservation in 
the various sectors, in addition to 
conducting inspections by en- 
gineers and technicians of energy 
conservation equipment used by 
citizens, upon the request of these 
citizens. 1 

In the research field, the office 
will receive studies on energy 
fields from various sources, ana- 
will examine and verify these 
studies with concerned depart- 
ment parties to produce results 
which will be circulated to 
citizens and specialists. 

Furthermore, the . office . will

periodicals, and coordinate with 
.other organisations to develop 
designs that guarantee the con- 
servation of energy. 

The office opening was 
attended by Minister of Energy 
and Mineral Resources Dr.. 
Hisbam Khatib, the ‘ministry^ 
under-secretary. Dr. Ibrahim 
Badran, Irbid Governor Akram 
Al Naser, Jordan Electricity Au- 
thority Director General Moham- 
mad Sa’id Arafa, Yannook Uni- 
versity President Dr. Mohammad 
Hamdan, President of Jordan 
University of Science and Tech- 
nology Dr. Kamel Al Ajlouni,' 
and a number of government 
’department directors in Irbid 
Goveinorate. A similar public 
services centre offering free- ser- 
vices on energy and electricity 
issues was opened by the ministry 
in Amman in June, 1986. 

Prince Hassan then visited the 
Jordan University of Science and 
Technology (JUST), where he 
was received by University Presi- 
dent Kamel Al Ajlouni and deans 
of faculties. 

Prince Hassan toured the va- 
rious sections of the university, 
met for some time with Dr. 
Ajlouni, and then presided over a 
meeting for deans of the faculties 
and professors. During the meet- 
ing, the Crown Prince stressed 
the need for coordination be- 
tween universities, academic in- 
stitutions, and specialised com- 
mittees, and called for Unking 
education with the requirements 
of the age.

Jordan, Tunisia discuss 
boosting trade volume 


TUNIS (Petra) — The Joint 
Jordanian-Tumsian committee 
began its meetings here Monday 
under the chairmanship of Minis- 
ter of Industry, Trade and Supply 
Rajai Muasher and his Tunisian 
counterpart, Saladdin Ibn 
Mubarak. 

The two ministers expressed 
their satisfaction with tne de- 
velopment of economic relations 
between the two countries, and 
the increase in trade exchange 
betyeenthem during the past two . 
'years '. They also expressed a com-.! 
jnoq desire and willingness to 
.further bolster trade and to prom- . 
ote bilateral economic relations. 

The two ministers cited the 
positive results achieved by hold- 
ing trade fairs in Jordan and 
Tunisia, and expressed their 
readiness to support such econo- 
mic events, because of their posi- 
tive impact on trade between the 
two countries, and to their impor- 
tant role in introducing the pro- 
ducts of each country to the 
other. 

Daring its Monday session, the 
joint committee reviewed 
achievements made in the field of 
trade and industrial exchange. 

In further meetings, the com- 
mittee will also discuss issues 
related to setting up trade cen- 
tres, diversifying trade exchange, 
exploring new scopes for econo- 
mic cooperation, coordinating 
tourism as well as studying trans- 


portation means used in both 
countries. 

The two sides will also discuss 
industrial integration and joint 
investments. Tne two sides ex-, 
pressed their readiness to inten- 
sify contacts and cooperation be- 
tween Jordanian and Tunisian, 
businessmen and officials, and 
also to establish solid economic 
coordination to meet the interests 
of the two countries. 

Prior to the joint committee 
meetings, TJr.' Muasher and Mr. 
Ibn Mubarak held talks which 
centred , on ways of promoting 
trade through diversifying and. 
increasing the volume of products 
exchanged between the two coun- 
tries. 

The two sides are scheduled to 
sign the minutes of the joint 
committee meetings today 
Tuesday.'

Masri: Arabs should end mdecisiveness and be firm behind Iraq

to end the war. 

Mr. Masri said the U.N. re- 
solution reflected a consensus 
among the five big powers on the 
need For an immediate end of the 
bloody Gulf war. He noted that 
countries which have been on 
good terms with Iran were now 
advising the Iranian leaders to 
accept the resolution. He cited 
West Germany as an example. 

“This international consensus 
and- pressure have no doubt 
prompted Iran to reconsider its 
catenations, but have not been 
enough to force Tehran to stop 
' the war,” Mr. Masri remar ked. 

He also noted with disappoint- 
ment that the prevailing Arab 
divisions and the lack of a firm 
and unifie d Arab stand in support 
of Iraq "constituted the most 
serious obstacle” in efforts to end 
the war. 

Mr. Masri said the Tonis dec- 
laration of Arab foreign ministers 
which gave Iran until Sept. 20 to 
accept a ceasefire in the war or 
possible severance of Arab rela- 
tions with Tehran constituted 
“substantial and significant prog- 
ress" which could lead to a firmer 
Arab stand.

He also expressed hope that an 
Arab summit, even if it was only 
an extraordinary one, would be 
convened soon. “We have cer- 
tainly discussed that in Tonis but 
this time if such a summit is 
convened there should be deci- 
sive resolutions,” he said. “The 1 ; 
situation (in the Arab World) is 
too dangerous and we cannot 
tolerate indecisiveness any lon- 
ger... decisiveness is urgently 
needed to face the situation,” he 
warned. 

The foreign minuter, who be- 
gins an official visit to China 
today, at the head of *an Arab 
League delegation, said the de- 
legation was seeking internation- 
al action to enforce the Security 
Council resolution. 

The seven-member Arab 
League team is scheduled to visit 
all the five permanent member 
states of the Security Council. 

Asked about prospects for an 
arms embargo on Iran if it did not 
accept Resolution 598, Mr. Masri 
said. “The prospects are not. 

bad.” , . t 

"The U.N. resolution has cer- 
tainly made it more difficult, and 
more expensive, for fran to 
purchase arms, but it still finds 
ways to get them,” he said. 

However, Mr. Masri said he 
knew that international and Arab 
resolutions, despite their import- 
ance, were not enough to stop the 
war. "A political decision in the 
capitals (of the belligerents) 
should be reached to put an end 
to the war,” he said. 

Throughout his informal meet- 
ing with the press on Monday, 
Mr. Masri repeatedly expressed 
Jordan’s fears that the increase in 
die superpowers’ military pre- 
isence in die Gulf coupled wife fee 
continuation of the war would 


eventually lead to superpower 
polarisation and ^consequent* 
confrontation in the region^ 

Explaining Jordan’s fears, Mr. 
Masri made a detailed assessment 
of the situation in fee Golf. He 
said the increased presence of fee 
U.S- navy in the region reflected 
an alarming and increasing com- 
petition betoreen fee U.S. and the 
Soviet Union. 

‘The Soviet Union has been 
trying to create a role for itself in 
fee Gulf just like it has asserted - a 
role in fee Middle East peace 
process, and the Americans are 
resenting it,” he said. “This is 
what is happening in fee Gulf. 
Everything feat goes on there 
should be seen under this 
heading.” 

-He said it did not mean that fee 
Americans had precipitated such 
a situation because it was initially 
compelled to increase its pre- 
sence when it was asked by 
Kuwait to protect oil tankers 
which were being hit by Iran. 
“But the sequence of events had 
certainly led to fee increase of 
superpower competition... and 
what we fear most is that it could 
lead to superpower confronta- 
tion,” Mr. Masri said. 

But the worst part of the 
ongoing superpower competition, 
according to Mr. Masri, is feat 
Tehran is manipulating the situa- 
tion to serve its purposes mid 
goals. 

“Iran is intelligently using (the 
situation) for its own purposes,” 
be said. “We should not accept 
such blackmail... we hope that, 
the superpowers wifi understand 
that., and that all efforts would 
be focused on putting as cud to 
the war and ehmrnanpg fee zeal 
source of fee crisis,” he said, j 

Asked about Jordan’s 


towards the American interven- 
tion in fee Gulf and fee increas- 
ing U.S. military presence there, 
Mr. Masri said: “Jordan’s stand is 
that fee naval fleets (of the super- 
powers) should be kept away 
from the region. Yet, as things 
stand now, there is a justification 
for their presence.” . 

“We would welcome any set- 
tlement that would lead to the 
withdrawal of these fleets from 
fee area but we need an alterna- 
tive that will guarantee a halt to 
Iranian attacks on ofl tankers.” 

“The only real alternative is 
putting an end to fee war,” he 
said. 

Asked if fee Arab Gulf states 
could find themselves under 
pressure to grant more military 
facilities to fee U.S. and conse- 
quently get caught in a confronta- 
tion, Mr. Masrj said: “We have 
certainly discussed this prospect 
during the Tunis meeting.. . this is 
possible... but we hope feat 
things would not reach that 
point.” 

“Yet, I cannot put fee blame 
on die Arab Gulf countries (for 
seeking superpower help), but I 
blame Arab governments for fail- 
ing to achieve an effective, firm, 
unified and a practical Arab 
stand. (This failure) has led to fee 
present dangerous situation,” he 
said. 

The foreign minister said Jor- 
dan was concerned that the in- 
creasing superpower rivalry and 
possible polarisation could ham- 
per efforts to convene, an interna- 
tional peace conference to settle 
the Arab-lsraeli conflict. He 
agreed that the Gulf crisis had 
shifted world attention from fee 
Palestinian problem "but efforts 
are continuing on all levels to 
convene an international peace 


conference.” 

He pointed out that fee stale- 
mate in Arab-lsraeli peace efforts 
was nor caused by the Gulf crisis 
but by the fact that Israel bad not 
endorsed the idea. 

Mr. Masri said that peace 
efforts had not reached a dead 
end. “The peace process would 
reach a dead end if the scheduled 
meeting between the Soviet and 
American foreign ministers failed 
to produce an agreement of fee 
principle, the modalities and 
other issues related to the holding 
of fee (proposed) international 
conference,” be said. 

He said Jordan hoped that fee 
Sept. 15-16 meeting between 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Eduard Shevardnadze would 
result in a firm American en- 
dorsement of the principle of the 
international conference and 
would bridge the difference be- 
tween fee two superpowers on 
the issue. 

“The U.S. has not yet en- 
dorsed the principle of an inter- 
national conference,” he said. 

Asked if he thought there 
would be a change in fee Soviet 
position, the foreign minister 
said: “I do not think so... Why 
should we want a change in the 
Soviet position?”

Crown Prince addresses ICCO 
praises Islamic architecture 


IRBID (Petra) — His Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan on Monday called for emphasis on Islamic 
and Arab architecture and for its interpretation into 
reality, saying that the University of Jordan Faculty 
of Engineering is pressing ahead with its endeavours 
to draw Islamic and Arab architectural models 
closer to reality. 


Addressing fee closing session 
of the 10th Conference of fee 
Islamic Gties and Capitals Orga- 
nisation (ICCO), Prince Hassan 
expressed the hope that an Isla- 
mic cultural waqf, transcending 
the borders separating one coun- 
fry from another will be estab- 
lished. Prince Hassan noted feat 
Islamic culture and civilisation 
covers a large geographical area, 
feus ensuring interaction between 
various countries; consequently, 
many concepts and values are 
shared. • 

The Crown Prince stressed the 
importance of photocopying 
manuscripts and making them 
available for research institutes 
and universities, saying that such 
a step is needed to demonstrate 
the excellence of Islamic civilisa- 
tion in the engineering and edu- 
cational fields, as well as fee 
innovativeness and creativity 
which characterise it. He said it is 
high, time to talk about the Isla- 
mic; efty. from a -comprehensive 
perspective, considering it as part 
of Islamic society. In addition, be 
outlined fee importance of re- 
verse migration from cities to 
villages. 

Prince Hassan also under- 
scored the importance of econo- 
mic and social integration, which 
begin at the family level. He went 
on to stress fee importance of 
adopting a comprehensive con- 


cept of economic and social coor- 
dination among all concerned in- 
stitutions. 

Prince Hassan also voiced hope 
that the ICCO will set up a 
multi-specialised centre to deal 
with administrative, architectu- 
ral, and cultural development 
issues. 

Islamic cities, particularly the 
holy ones, are not mere buildings 
and architecture, but they contain 
human heritage. Prince' Hassan 
said. He added that the holy 
Arab city of Jerusalem has always 
been fee subject of our attention 
and concern. 

“When we talk about interac- 
tion of systems and specialisa- 
tions in the field of civil engineer- 
ing, we mean a package of inter- 
related procedures,” fee Crown 
Prince said. Concluding his 
speech. Prince Hassan expressed 
tne hope that specialised institu- 
tions. whether attached to the 
Arab League or to the Islamic 
Organisation Conference, contri- 
bute to providing these interre- 
lated sectoral services. 

At the end of its three-day 
conference which began here 
Saturday, fee conferees agreed 
upon a number of recommenda- 
tions designed to upgrade fee 
level of Islamic and Arab cities. 

The council also adopted a 
decision condemning Iran for the 
July 31 riots in Mecca during the 


pilgrimage season. Iranian 
violated the sanctity of the holy 
city of Mecca and they had terro- 
rised innocent people, the council 
■ said. 

The conference called on e:sc! 
Islamic capital or city to contri- 
bute funds towards alleviating the 
financial burdens on the religious 
institutions in the occupied Arab 
city- of Jerusalem, until the Holy- 
City is liberated and restored to 
the' Islamic World. Among the 
other recommendations adopted 
by the conference are the estab- 
lishment of a regional division 
and a training centre for the local 
government in Istanbul. 

The conference also thanked 
Mecca and Jeddah municipalities 
and the ICCO secretary genera! 
for their continued support of fee 
organisation. The conference 
further approved the recom- 
mendations made by the work- 
shop held in Cairo.' and voiced 
hope that governments and muni- 
cipalities study these recom- 
mendations and utilise them as 
they see fit. 

The conferees also agreed o:*» 
the topics for the third workshop, 
which will be held in Amman in 
1989. The workshop's main 
theme will be the naming ana 
numbering of streets and quar- 
ters. 

The conference accepted an 
invitation extended by fee Tur- 
kish city of Burma to host the 
forthcoming session of the 
ICCO's administrative board and 
the 4th session of fee board of 
directors of the Islamic Cities and 
Villages* Cooperation Fund, and 
entrusted the ICCO’s secretariat

THE decision by the U.S. Senate to halt all imports from Iran 
including crude oil is a step in the right direction albeit long- 
overdue. Although it will take some time before the legislative 
process is completed in order for the decision to assume the 
. status of law. already it lends much needed and awaited 
/ credibility to U.S. policy in the Gulf. 

It was literally incredible to see Washington bitting Iran with 
its left fist, while simultaneously feeding the war machine in 
that country with its right hand. What has hitherto added 
insult to injury is the fact that all this has been happening at a 
time when the U.S. had been speartieading the international 
campaign to apply meaningful sanctions against Tehran for its 
refusal to accept ceasefire Resolution 598. It was no surprise to 
discover that Iran has been, for some time, the second largest 
supplier of crude oil to the U.S., and, as a result, the U.S. has 
been providing the Khomeini regime with much of its total oil 
revenues. In actual dollar figures, the trade between Tehran 
and Washington, this year, has reached the huge amount of 
$700 million, and we are not yet at the end of 1987. 

Charity starts at home as they say, and there is no country 
that should know this more than the U.S. In order for the 
Reagan administration to lend strength to its position against 
Iran, it must show good faith by accelerating the legislative 
process, which will make the Senate's decision a binding law. 
What we hear now from the Reagan administration, in the 
wake of the Senate’s move, is some form of grambling to the 
effect that, while the White House appreciates and sympathises 
with the intentions which motivated the U.S. senators to adopt 
this decision, it foresees difficulties in implementing the 
measure. 

It will be noted that Senator Robert Dole, a presidential 
hopeful, initiated the proposal to stop crude oil imports from 
Iran. The fact that he belongs to the Republican Party could 
not have escaped the attention of the White House. There is no 
doubt that Senator Dole will be suspected by his Republican 
rivals of playing politics with a very hot issue. But this is a 
domestic quarrel, and, as far as we in the Middle East are 
concerned, what Senator Dole has proposed is sound and 
correct; we wish that the White House had taken the initiative 
in this matter even earlier. 

Still, we welcome this step by the Senate. For, when 
implemented, it will undoubtedly cut deeply Into the coffers of 
the Iranian regime, and will surely damage the mullahs’ 
capacity to sustain their war machine. One can hardly gloss 
over the fact that, without a strong war apparatus fuelled by 
the money that the regime earns from its oil exports, Iran 
cannot maintain its rejection of U.N. Resolution 598. The U.S. 
economy and energy flow will not be unduly hurt by the 
decision, as there is a glut in the oil market and the suppfiersof 
crude oil exceed the importers. This is a most opportune time 
for the U.S. to apply the axe against Iran in the way that really 
hurts.

What I think that you have to 
take a look at is that the Arab 
World in general has a commit- 
ment to the PLO that it made at 
the Rabat conference — I believe 
in 1974 — which called it in their 
terms the legitimate representa- 
tive of toe Palestinian people.

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Chinese parents go back to school

PEKING — A remarkable ex- 
periment in teaching the skills of 
parents is taking place in China. 
Newly-weds, mothers, fathers, 
grandfathers and nannies are ail 
going back to school to learn to 
look after China's children — 
many of them only children, as a 
result of the one-child population 
policy. 

Interviews with staff of the 
Women's Federation children's 
departments and many others 
suggest that the recent establish- 
ment of schools for parents was 
the logical outcome of earlier 
family education programmes. 

After a long perioaof neglect, 
research ana consultation has 
placed new emphasis on the fami- 
ly as an agency of socialisation 


of parenting 
, education a 


and wel- 


ly as an agency of socialisation 
and the skills of parenting in child 
development, education and wel- 
fare. For example in recent stu- 
dies of juvenile delinquency, re- 
searchers have drawn attention to 
the importance of parenting and 
family education In both causing 
and curing the problems of young 
offenders. 

Even more importantly, inves- 
tigation into the characteristics of 
the single child drew attention to 
the role of parents in bringing up 
a single child. Although early 
research had suggested that single 
children normally display nega- 
tive behavioural characteristics, 
more recent research has demon- 
strated that single children dis- 
play a whole range of qualities 
some more positive and others 
more negative than children with 
siblings. 

The nature of these qualities 
depends not on characteristics 
innate to their single position, but 
to the attitudes and skills of their 
parents and other family mem- 


bers. In other words, it is not the 
angle child's parents who pose 
the problems. 

Popular consultation sessions, 
set up in parks or on a regular 
basis in clinics to encourage pa- 
rents to freely seek the advice of 
expert child specialists, revealed 
that many parents were anxious 
to gain advice and information. 
The most common problems on 
which parents sought help were 
health, fussy eating habits, obes- 
ity, slow learning skills or poor 
performance at school and be- 
havioural habits, such as hyperac- 
tivity, wilfulness or laziness. 

The researchers found many of 
the _ problems could have been 
avoided if parents had more 
knowledge of children's specific 
needs in health, nutrition, 
psychology and education. Iq- 
deed this generation of young 
parents felt themselves to be at a 
particular disadvantage because 
their own childhoold and educa- 
tion had been disrupted by the 
Cultural Revolution. To compen- 
sate they wanted only "the best” 
for their own children. 

Most of the schools'for parents 
now being set up to meet the 
public demand, are based in hos- 
pitals and neighbourhoods or 
attached to kindergartens, prim- 
ary and middle schools ana con- 
sist of between four and six clas- 
ses spread over a term. Lectures 
are given by specialists or by the 
principal and teachers of the local 
kindergarten or school. Discus- 
sion session are led by the parents 
and classes end with quizzes or in 
some cases even a formal ex- 
amination,. 

The schools for newly-weds or 


for couples who have recently 
registered their marriage as 


potential parents. Their classes 
concentrate on preparation for a 
healthy birth and a nealthy child. 

All newly-weds and parents in 
a neighbourhood, a school or 
enterprise are encouraged to 
attend the classes which are 
usually held either in the evenings 
or in the late afternoon when 
parents were given paid leave to 
attend. During the infant and 
early childhood stages, mothers 
seem more likely to attend the 
classes, but the ratio of fathers 
increased with the age of the child 
so that by middle school age the 
attendance rates of mothers and 
fathers was much more balanced. 

Although many of the urban 
parents had read some of the 
many new books or magazines for 
parents before attending classes, 
they appreciated the immediate 
contact with teachers and other 
parents of the neighbourhood. 
While the grannies learned the 
value the importance of sanita- 
tion, hygiene and play, and even 
to fold away their overly "protec- 
tive umbrellas.” the very young 
and shy newly-wed pupils were 
pleased to have opportunity to 
learn about the foundations for 
an "evergreen relationship” and 
the prerequisites for a healthy 
conception, pregnancy and birth 
of their only child. 

Of the 60 or so parents inter- 
viewed, half had primarily de- 
cided to attend the classes be- 
cause they hoped to solve a par- 
ticular behavioural problem. The 
rest wanted to generally expand 
their knowledge on child care, 
development and education. 

Among the important lessons 
parents had learned was that the 
privileges commonly accorded to 
the single child within the house? 
hold were detrimental to their 


development, and that instead 
children should take their full 
share of personal and domestic 
responsibilities. Other parents 
said that for the first time they 
realised that education included 
not just the formal character and. 
number memorising of their own 
childhood, but also included hob- 
bies, excursions mid play which 
enhanced self-expression, 
creativity and verbal skills. 

The teachers felt that they now 
enjoyed more parental support 
and respect as a result of the 
classes. Almost all 38 or so 
teachers and paediatricians inter- 
viewed thought that they bad 
noticed an improvement m the 
health and diet of their pupils and* 
in educational standards, punc- 
tuality and politeness. Perhaps 
the most important lesson 
learned by all concerned was that 
parenting was an essential skill 
which could be learned and prac- 
tised for the benefit of children, 
family, school and society. 

Although most of the large 
dries now have a core of schools 
for parents, there are as yet few 
such schools in the rural areas, and 
even in the dries, their develop- 
ment has been very uneven. 

The best of the schools for 
parents are evidence, neverthe- i 
less, of three currenr important 
trends in Chinese sodety: A grea- 
ter commitment to meeting chil- 
dren's needs, a greater awareness 
of the family as a primary agency 
of sodalisarion, and an increasing 
family demand for better re- 
sources and facilities to improve 
the quality of children ana chil- 
drens welfare. Many developed 
countries, who have become con- i 
cerned over the future of the fami- 
ly, might take note — People Fea-- i 
tunes. 


Pakistan’s wild west gun factory thrives

DARRA ADAM KHEL, Pakis- 
tan — A bearded tribesman com- 
plete with turban and bandolier 
steps into the street and sprays 
the air with bullets from an auto- 
matic assault rifle. 

Not a single bead turns at the 
deafening crash of fire. 

Hie tribesman, with the stu- 
died coolness of Clint Eastwood 
in a spaghetti western, tosses the 
gun back to the storekeeper and 
with a shake of .his head moves 
along to the next shop. 

•' There are plenty more guns for 
rhim to choose from in Dana. 
Adam Khel, the nearest thing 
^Pakistan has to a wild west town. 

In fact guns are about the only 
things made and sold in this dusty 
one-street town near Peshawar, 
capital of the country’s unruly 
North-West Frontier Province 
bordering Afghanistan. 

What makers in Bangkok or 
Singapore can do in fake designer 
watches or clothes, Dana does 
with weapons. 

Excellent copies of American, 
Soviet, Chinese and European 
arms are forged by hand in the 
hundreds of tiny workshops be- 


hind the brightly painted 
storefronts. 

One gunsmith, Kimat Khan. . 
does a nice. line in Chinese and 
Soviet Kalashnikov automatic 
rifles, turning out a copy in just 
20 days at one-third tne $1 ,000 
cost' of the original. 

His neighbour, who obviously 
has bigger ideas, busily copies an 
anti-aircraft gun captured from 
Soviet troops in Afghanistan. 

One man even turns out a 
fountain pen marked made in 
Japan which fires a lethal .25 
calibre bullet. 

Customers who do not want 
copied weapons can buy the real 
thing — smuggled of-course. 

Saleem Khan's shop has a fine 
display of Chinese anti-tank 
shells set off by an arrangement 
of Kalashnikovs and imported 
ammunition. 

“If we do not have what you 
want we can get it made or 
brought in,” he said with pride. 

His words were punctuated by 
the crackle of fire across the 
pot-holed street from a youth 
trying out a pistol. 

Weapons have never been in 
sbort supply in the Pashtu-speak- 
ing areas near the Khyber Pass 
where tribal, not Pakistani, law 


applies. 

The Pash tun hill tribes, also 
known as Pathans, the most 
romanticised of all the peoples of 
British India, won autonomy 
from the British and were even 
given regular cash payments for 
good behaviour. A gun is as 
important to a Pash tun as his 
sense of tribal loyalty and 
honour. 

In 1897 the British allowed 
them to keep their aims factories 
believing it would be better if the 
tribes had supposedly inferior 
home-made weapons rather than 
more reliable imported ones. 

Pakistan -inherited this system 
and still .allows Pashtuns to make 
and' carry arms freely whereas 
other Pakistanis need gun li- 
cences. 

Since the upheavals in Afgha- 
nistan and Iran m the late 1970s 
the region has become even more 
lawless with drug smuggling and 
large scale supplies or sophisti- 
cated weapons which anti-Soviet 
Afghan rebels based in Pakistan 
receive from abroad but which 
are then sold in local bazaars. 

"When the Afghan war started 
the Mujahedeen bought guns 
from us," a shopkeeper said. 
"Now they get the real thing from 


abroad.” 

Nevertheless business is thriv- 
ing with D area’s 200 shops turn- 
ing out more than 100 rifles a day. 
Foreigners cannot visit the town 
without government permission 
but P akistanis flock to it. 

“We deliver anywhere in 
Pakistan,” boasted one shop- 
keeper who had just sold a shot- 
gun to a group of tribesmen from 
south-western Baluchistan pro- 
vince. 

“We get orders from India and 
Iran too," he said. 

“A lot of customers just want 
something for self-protection. 
They may only use it a few times 
-a -yea r soTfiey buy Our cheaper 
guns rather than the original," he 
said. 

The government has estimated 
that 300,000 imported rifles have 
spread into the tribal areas in 
recent years. These and home- 
made guns have spilled over into 
the rest of Pakistan where gun 
ownership has soared. 

Interior Minister Nasim 
Ahmad Aheer said in August the 
number of guns in Pakistan bad 
reached “alarming proportions.” 

This does not seem to worry 
the shopkeepers of Dana. 


Greeting kiss can go 
amiss in Gulf Arab states

BAHRAIN — A kiss on the 
- cheek is too intimate, a hand- 
shake too cool. 

While the custom of the greet- 
' ing kiss between men is a ritual of 
respect in the Arab states of the 
• Gulf, the kiss can go amiss unless 
it’s aimed at the shoulder, fore- 
’ head or nose. 

Kissing between the sexes in 
public is rarely seen in the con- 
servative states of the Arabian 
pe ninsula . 

In the Gulf a man greets his 
social superior by kissing his 
nose, shoulder or forehead to 
convey a crucial element of re- 
spect that underpins the region's 
tribal culture. 

The age-old greeting, playing 
out in a sequence of pecks, is an 
essential part of protocol whenev- 
er Gulf sheikhs hold court in a 
“ majlis or gather on formal occa- 
sions. 

Kissing on the cheek, popular 
elsewhere in the Arab World, is 
shunned as too intimate between 
men. conventional hand- 

shak acceptable from 

foreig it msidered too cool 
between »»>f Arabs. 

The kisses cany the same 
meaning wherever delivered. But 
the nose is a popular target in this 
island state. 

In neighbouring Saudi Arabia, 
citizens still kiss their ruler’s 
shoulder in an expression of tribal 
loyalty. 

An older person will kiss some- 
one- younger on the forehead 
while a hand kiss signifying com- 
plete loyally is generally accepted 
only from retainers, servants, or 
very junior family members. 

Cheek kisses are reserved for 
dose family.

The ambassador attributed a 
decline in kissing to Western no- 
tions of privacy gradually creep- 
ing into the Guff. 

“An American needs empty 
mace around him and if you 
crowd him, be will really get 
worried,” he said. • 

“This concept of an area of 
privacy is unknown in Arab tradi- 
tion. u an Arab comes and whis- 
pers in your ear .he will really 
come and whisper in your ear.”

Lilacs, fireflies tell time to nature’s clock-watchers

WASHINGTON — First fireflies 
flashing. First monarch butterf- 
lies fluttering north. Last Canada 
gees migrating south. First 
Dutchman’s-breeches blooming. 
First showy lady-slippers flower- 
ing. First leopard frogs calling. 
First Russian olive leaves falling. 
First frost, last frost. Ice on the 
lakes, ice out of the lakes. First 
snow fleas stirring. 

Who takes time these days to 
notice? 

Phenologists do. Phenologists 
not only observe, but also faith- 
fully record, the workings of na- 
ture’s time clock day after day, 
season after season, year after 
year, sometimes for 20, 30, 50, 
or, through descendants, more 
than a hundred years. 

Tl^e word is ‘phenology’ 

Phenology, a contraction of the 
word phenomenology, is the re- 


cording and study of the dates of 
natural phenomena that recur 
periodically, and their relation to 
climate, weather, and the change 
of seasons. 

•A typical entry in a phenolog- 
ist’s notebook, June 23, Waconia, 
Minn., might be: Tenspot skim- 
mer dragonflies are on the wing. 
Nanking cherries are ripe and 
ready to pick. Black-eyed Susans 
begin blooming. Bobolinks are 
feeding their young. 

“Phenologists see the patterns 
of interdependency of living 
things," says Jim Gilbert of 
Waconia, a biology teacher and 


author of three books on phenol- 
ogy. "When the Nanking cherry 
ana the Virginia bluebell are 
blooming, I look for ibe first 
roby-throated hummingbirds to 
return to my part of Minnesota.” 
The tiny birds seek the flowers’ 
nectar. 

After 20 years of phenological 
observations, usually on the way 
to and from work,’ Gilbert says 
he’s “learned to read the land- 
scape very well." His observa- 
tions are broadcast by a Min- 
neapolis television and radio sta- 
tion as part of the weather news. 
And they are included in the 
annual Minnesota Weatherguide 
Calendar. 

Anyone can practice phenolo- 
gy, Gilbert says. "It's the science 
of the people. Everyone has 
something be or she looks for- 
ward to seeing. Many of us are 
phenologists of sorts' and don’t 
know it. 

The American Indians as well 
as the ancient Chinese and Ro- 
mans made what amounted to 
phenological observations. The 
Indians called the lavender, 
daisy-like New England aster "It- 
brings-in-the-frost.” By watching 
the bloom of the aster in late 
summer or early fall, they knew 
when to expect the first frost. 

Truth of old sayings 

The truth of some old sayings is 
rooted in phenological rela- 
tionships: When oak leaves are 
the size of a squirrel’s ear, it’s 
time to pick morels. Corn is 
knee-high by the Fourth of July. 

Natural events in the same 


locality usually occur within ab- 
out a two-to-’three-week period 
every year, says naturalist Pat 
Arndt of the Minnesota Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. Her 
record of the first bloom of 
Dutchman’s-breeches every 
spring from 1981) to I9S5 reads: 
April 17. 6. 20. 21. lb, and 12. 

If one event is early, it’s a 
signal that others probably will 
be . she says. Phenology compares 
not only the dates of the same 
event in different years in the 
same locality, but also the dates 
of the same event in the same 
year in different localities. 

Phenology is not just a pleasant 
pastime. It is a scientific tool for 
agricultural management, giving 
cues for planting, crop growth', 
and pest control. In Europe, 
where the formal science origin- 
ated, there are established phe- 
nological networks. 

At' the peak of the common 
purple lilac in the United States, 
a network of more than 1,000 
volunteer phenologists watched 
for its first bloom in 11 western 
states as a sign of the advance of 
spring. 

Agricultural climatologist 
Joseph M. Caprio of Montana 
State University, who pioneered 
the lilac network in Montana 32 
years ago, says that spring arrived 
early this year in the West for the 
third straight year. He has map- 
ped spring throughout the West. 

Warning of an early spring, he 
says, can alert certain fruit grow- 
ers to protect trees that might 
bloom from premature warmth 
before the last freeze. Sprinkling 
water on the trees can delay the 


first bloom. 

Lilac signals alfalfa farmers 

The lilac also can help Monta- 
na's alfalfa farmers. It the alfalfa 
hay is first cut within in da\> after 
the lilac begins to bloom. Caprio 
says, the crop will be saved trom 
the destructive alfalfa weevil. 
Anv later, and the insect eggs will 
begin to hatch. 

Honeysuckle, another indica- 
tor of spring for which Caprio has 
kept records for 2u years, can be 
used in Montana as a signal to 
start spraying tor certain insect 
pests. 

On the average, the 'green 
wave" of spring advances north- 
ward about 15 to 2U miles a d:t\ 
Caprio says, and moves up in 
elevation at the rate of about HH> 
feet a day. In most of the count r* . 
it also tends to move from west : > 
east. 

What red lilacs tell about 2u 
years of spring in the Northeast 
"has been computerised and will 
be used to produce maps showing 
what occurs in nature every year 
at lilac time, says Leonard P. 
Perry, a horticulturist at the Uni- 
versity of Vermont. 

The Wisconsin Phenologica ! 
Society has kept track of about 25 
natural events every year since 
1959, when it was started to aid 
scientists. Many of its 4tX) volun- 
teer phenologists — only about 
50 of whom are still faithful 
observers — are farmers an.i 
foresters. The rest, according to 
longtime member Katharinu Le:- 
tauT are “just people who love to 
look ai what’s going on in na- 
ture.” 


Gorillas in Nigeria under threat from hunters

LAGOS — Gorillas have been 
found in Nigeria more than 50 
years after conservationists be- 
lieved they had become extinct in 
West Africa, 

"But the gorillas are under 
constant threat from hunters us- 
ing locally made shotguns,” John 
Mshelbhala, technical officer of 
the Nigerian Conservation 
Foundation told Reuters after an 
expedition into the thick jungles 
of the Kanyang mountains in 
southeastern Nigeria. 


Lowland gorillas were known 
to bye in the impenetrable rain 
forests of Zaire, Congo, the Cen- 
tral African Republic and Came- 
roun, southeast of Nigeria, and a 
small number of mountain goril- 
las still survives in the dense, wet 
forests of the Vurunga Volcano 
chain on the border between 
Rwanda, Zaire and Uganda. 

But the last time any gorillas 
had been reported in West Africa 
was in 1931. 

“The notion that gorillas exist 
only up to Cameroun should be 
totally erased... not only that, 
this populations totally indepen- 


dent of that in Cameroun because 
there is no evidence of migration 
at any time of the year,” Mshel- 
bhala said. 

Mshelbhala said he did not see 
the gorillas in Kanyang himself 
but he bad seen their nests. Goril- 
las build large nests each day 
from foliage and ferns both for 
resting during the day and to 
sleep in at night. 

By examining and counting the 
nests and from other signs experts 
can estimate very precisely how 
many gorillas there are in a par- 
ticular family and get a good idea 
of their ages. 


Mshelbhala said: "We believe 
the population of the gorillas is 
between 40 and 50 buf we need 
further surveys to establish accu- 
rate numbers." 

He said he had also inter- 
viewed some of the hunters in 
Kanyang, the only surviving vir- 
gin rain forests in Nigeria, in 
Cross river state. 

The other forests have been 
wiped out by timber merchants 
trading in African mahogany. 

The conservationist reported 
that one hunter claimed to have 
shot eight gorillas in the forest in 
March 1986.

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Johnson seeks Olympic 
target in Rome games 


ROME (R) — After toppling Carl Lewis from his 
world championship pedestal, Ben Johnson next 
aims to relieve the American of his Olympic crown. 


Johnson and Lewis illuminated 
the world championships on Sun- 
day in a blazing 100 metres final 
in which Johnson burned a tenth 
of a second from the world re- 
cord. 

The powerful Canadian took 
sprinting into new realms when 
he covered the distance in 9.83 
seconds — 0.10 seconds inside 
the mark set a high altitude by 
Calvin Smith in 19S3. 

Smith had shaved a slender two 
hundredths from the 9.95 of fel- 
low American Jim Hines, which 
had stood since the 196S Mexico 
Olympics. 

But Johnson and Lewis, who 
equalled Smith's time Sunday, 
achieved their feats at sea-level, 
without the advantage to sprin- 
ters of the rarefied air of high 
altitude. 

Next year's Olympics in Seoul 
offer Johnson the possibility of 


depriving Lewis of at least one of 
the four titles the American won 
in the 1984 Los Angeles Olym- 
pics. 

“This year and next year are 
the biggest years of my life. I’ve 
worked hard for the last few years 
and I want to be one of the 
world's best sprinters,’' the 25- 
year-old Jamaican-born sprinter, 
who finished third behind Lewis 
in the Los Angeles 100 metres, 
said. 

Johnson said he would definite- 
ly run the 100 metres in Seoul and 
was thinking about the 200, 
though he would have to put in 
more distance training for that. 

Johnson unleashed a perform- 
ance of rare power on Sunday. 
“He pushed out so hard he 
almost went out of his lane. He 
was having a hard time controll- 
ing it," Johnson's coach Charlie 
Francis said. 


‘Armed robbery’ 

Meanwhile Ernesto Canto, a 
world champion in 1983 and the 
Olympic gold medallist a year 
later, ana Mexican compatriot 
Carlos Mercenario called their 
disqualification Sunday in the 20- 
kilometre ( 12. 4-mile) walk at the 
World Track and Field Cham- 
pionships “an armed robbery.” 

The two were disqualified for 
having lifted both feet off the 
ground and, as is customary in 
similar, recurrent circumstances 
in the walk, they blasted the 
judges. 

“1 fed I was not defeated. I 
was just robbed. It was an armed 
robbery,” said Canto, who was 
disqualified 13.5 kilometres (8.4- 
mile) into the race when he was 
still among the leaders. 

Mercenario was disqualified af- 
ter 18.2 kilometres (11.3-mile), 
when he was sharing the lead with 
Maurizio Damilano of Italy, who 
eventually continued and won the 
gold medal in one hour. 20 mi- 
nutes. 45 seconds. 


Madrid prevails in style but coach urges caution 


LONDON (R) — Real Madrid 
made a flying start to the defence 
of their Spanish soccer title, win- 
ning 4-0 at Cadiz Sunday night, 
but coach Leo Reenhakker struck 
a cautious note. 

‘Tm very pleased with the re- 
sult, but not so with the way we 
played. We were too relaxed in 
the first half,'' be said. 

Cadiz coach Victor Esparrago 
said: “Real Madrid are the best 
fp-am in Spain. If they have three 
goal opportunities, they score 
three times." 

Esparrago might have added 
they do the same with four oppor- 
tunities after Mexican Hugo San- 
chez, with a spectacular overhead 
kick, Emilio Butragnno, 
Richard Gall ego and Rafael Gor- 
dillo all scored against his team.

Soviet economist proposes 
closing hundreds of companies 

MOSCOW (R) — Hundreds of loss-making Soviet firms should be 
declared bankrupt as soon as possible so that healthy enterprises 
now subsidising them could flourish, a top Soviet economist was 
quoted as saying. 

Mr. Abel Aganbegyan, an adviseT to Kremlin leaijer, Mr. 
Mikhail Gorbachev, said in an interview in the government daily 
Izvestia that a few bankruptcies were likely in coming years. 

But several thousand lame-duck enterprises were beyond savins 
and deserved to go bankrupt, he said. 

"In the interest of society, they should be liquidated. I do not 
propose to do as in the West, where tens of thousands of firms 
collapse each year and disappear. But, in my opinion, several 
hundreds enterprises would do best to dose m the near future ” he 
-said. 

He gave as an example 30 old coalmines in the Donbass region of 

the Ukraine where extraction difficulties made mining unprofitable 
and even dangerous. 

In March, a construction trust was dosed in the first case of 
bankruptcy in the Soviet Union. 

But many Soviet ritizens, guaranteed full employment under the 
Soviet constitution, are wary of reforms which they fear could lead 
- to joblessness.

More Australians oppose 
privatisation programme 


SYDNEY (R) — Australian 
Prime Minister Bob Hawke, 
reelected for a third term last 
month, has received another re- 
buff from his Labour Party for 
the proposed privatisation policy. 

Both moderate and extreme 
factions of the party's South Au- 
stralian Branch voted unanimous- 
ly Sunday night to oppose Mr. 
Hawke's plans to sell major state 
corporations, like Qantas, Au- 
stralia Telecom ' and the Com- 
monwealth Bank. 

The Victorian Branch passed a 
similar resolution a week ago. 
Thepowerfui Australian Council 
of Trade Unions (ACTU) also 
slammed the privatisation prog- 
ramme. - 

Mr. Hawke, who has steered 
labour towards free enterprise 
and deregulation since he came to 
power in 1983, has urged his 
party to adopt a flexible approach 
on the question. 

But party officials said priva : 
tisation moves ran counter to 
traditional labour policy. A final 
decision on the controversial 
issue is expected at Labour’s con- 
gress to be held in June next year.

Rafidain bank to increase capital 

BAGHDAD (OPECNA) — The Rafidain Bank, the largest 
banking institution of Iraq, will increase its capital to $330 milli on 
from the current $165 million. The increase follows a government 
decision. The bank was recently listed by the Washington-based 
magazine Institutional Investors as the 76th among the world's 
200 leading banks. 

Lukman calls for halt to oil subsidies 

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — Nigeria most remove subsidies on 
petroleum products or risk losing all the gains made in the 
country's year-long structural adjustment programme, Petroleum 
Minister Rilwanu Lukman has said. In a report carried by the 
News Agency of Nigeria, Mr. Lukman said current subsidies on . 
petroleum products nad encouraged hoarding, smuggling,. adul- 
teration and profiteering on petroleum products. Mr. Lukman 
said the legal and economic framework governing oil exploration, 
production, and marketing must be reviewed continuously. Last 
month Nigeria experienced a nationwide kerosene shortage 
brought about when marketers began selling kerosene as an 
insecticide or mixed it with gasoline as a substitute for diesel fuel. 
The federal military government of President Ibrahim Babangida 
has already drastically cut the subsidies, which had made Nigerian 
petroleum prices among the cheapest in the world. 

Zaire asks creditors to reschedule debt 

KINSHASA (AP) ' — Zaire has asked private creditors to • 
reschedule debt payments due in 1987 and 1988, lower interest 
rates on those loans and provide a six-year moratorium on 
payments, official sources said. The concessions, which include 
stretching out payments to 15 years on an estimated $28.2 million 
in loans, were reonested in meetings last week between govern- 
ment officials ana eight private lenders known as the Kinshasa 
Gub, the officials said. Zaire’s state commissioner for finance and 
budget said such concessions were mandatory because of the 
unfavourable economic and financial situation in Zaire this year 
and a poor outlook for 1988. 

Hungary swaps dashboards for cars 

BUDAPEST (R) — The complexities of modem trade are 
sometimes mind-boggling. This year, Hungary will export 75,000 
dashboards in return for 500 mdian versions of a Japanese- 
designed car. The MTI news agency, reporting the deal, said 
delivery of the 800 cc Maruti cars — an Indian variant Japan’s 
Suzuki Alto — will be the first part of a five-year agreement. 
Hungary’s Mogurt foreign trade company and Maruti both hoped 
car deliveries would eventually reach 3,000 a year. The agency 
also said Hungary was discussing cooperation agreements with 
several other manufacturers, including Suzuki and Skoda of 
Czechoslovakia. One plan is to build a car assembly plant for new 
Soviet Zaporozhec cars. '

Treasurer Paul Keating first 
announced the sale of govern- 
ment assets when he presented a 
mini-budget last May.

seeks more 
financing 

TOKYO (AP) — Officials of 
Eurotunnel, die multi-billion-dol- 
Iar project to connect Britain and 
France by rail under the English 
Channel, began a mission Mon- 
day to attract more investment 
from Japanese banks. 

Sixteen Japanese banks 
already have agreed to under- 
write 30 per cent of the total $8.2 
billion in project loans, Eurotun- 
nel cochairman, Mr. Alastair 
Morton, said 

The company seeks further 
participation and has embarked 
on a global fund-raising mission 
before it opens up equity financ- 
ing in the project in November. 

“We regard it as very good that 
in a high-profile project, there is 
a large Japanese participation in 
the credit,'' Mr. Morton saicT. 

Japanese banks' promised $2.4 
billion in long-term loans con- 
trasts with $407.5 million under- 
written by American institutions. 

“If that means that American 
banks have a short-term view of 
life, so be it.” Mr. Morton said. 
“I think the Europeans and 
Japanese should join together in 
forming' the lead, and perhaps the 
Americans will follow.” 

Eurotunnel received the go- 
ahead from the British and 
French parliaments in July. Offi- 
cials hope that when it begins 
service in 1993, it wiD capture 40 
per cent of passenger traffic and 
up to 20 per cent of freight traffic 
across the English channel. 

The private-sector undertaking 
already counts 20 Japanese insti- 
tutional investors, who have 
hired Japanese firms as consul- 
tants on the project. 

In addition, Kawasaki Heavy 
Industries has been contracted to 
provide die French side with two 
tunnel-boring machines, Mr. 
Morton said. 

Top managers of the Anglo- 
French .Eurotunnel project re- 
ported Sunday that they have 
made a presentation to Gulf- 
based banks for the syndication 
of a £286 million ($457 million) 
loan, representing five per cent of 
the £5 billion ($8 billion) loan 
with which the project is to be i 
financed. j 

The Arab Banking Corpora- 
tion (ABC), which is owned by 
Bahrain, Kuwait, Abu Dhabi ana 
Libya, is leading the Gulf bid to 
help finance the project that will 
link Britain to the continent. 

Saudi steel firm 
records profits 

JEDDAH (OPECNA) — The 
Saudi Arabian’ Company for 
Iron and Steel recorded a profit 
of about S13 million in 1986 
despite a decline in prices of iron 
ana steel products, according to 
its annual report. The 1986 out- 
put of the company, an affiliate of 
the Saudi Arabian Industries 
Corporation, was sufficient to 
meet a considerable part of 
domestic iron and steel product 
needs. Some of the company's 
products were exported, the re- 
port said. It noted that three of 
the company's plants exceeded 
their estimated output target for 
the year. 


LONDON (R) — Jitters about the Gulf sent crude oil 
prices up by more than 50 cents to around $19 a 
barrel Monday. 


But only last week the market 
was fretting about what looked 
like the start of a new glut, so 
tradere were having a hard time 
Monday morning trying to decide 
what they ought to do. 

“Everybody is buying and 
offers are hard to find/' a trader 
in Tokyo said. 

A cargo of crude from the 
North Sea Brent field traded for 
October loading at $18.90 a barrel 
in Europe Monday and sellers 
were later quoting $19.10. Brent 
was around $18.40 last Friday 
before Iraqi air strikes renewed 
the Gulf tanker war. 

For the consumer, worried ab- 
out holiday petrol prices and this 
winter's heating bills, the experts 
say the only advice is to stay 
tuned to the news bulletins. 

They say things have changed 
since the oil price “shocks” of the 
1970s, and that the world would 
nor run out of oil even if hostili- 
ties actually shut the Strait of 
Hormuz. 

Reduced consumption, pipe- 
lines across the Saudi desert and 


new oil fields away from the Gulf, 
like the North Sea. mean that 
only about 10 per cent of supply 
now transits the strait. 

To make up this six million 
barrels daily, other exporters 
could pump more and refiners 
could draw on substantia] stocks. 

But when tensions rise, so does 
demand for oil to build up those 
stocks. Prices edge up. If, on the 
other hand, tensions seem to 
ease, then the demand ebbs and 
prices edge down. 

Some energy economists pre- 
dict oil temporarily at $30 again, 
if the crisis boiled' over. But if it 
subsided, and the oil companies 
decided it was safe to unload their 
stocks, there could be a glut — 
with prices rumbling to $15 or 
less. 

"The strong demand for stocks 
is bound to come to an end 
sooner or later as people realise 
that, far from reducing oil sup- 
plies, Gulf tension is likely to 
result in an increase in crude oil 
from the area,” said London 
brokers Kleinwort Grieveson 


Securities in a recent report. 

The point is that, unless Hor- 
muz is actually shut, for every 
tanker that is hit many others get 
through. 

Gulf nations meanwhile have 
increased their output, anxious to 
shift more oil just in case things 
got worse later and taking advan- 
tage of the way that the stock- 
build buoyed prices. 

These topped $20 early August 
when Iranian pilgrims ' died in 
Saudi Arabia during the annual 
Mecca pilgrimage. 

Just last week the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) had to summon 
emergency meetings of its min- 
isterial pricing arid production 
committees — now set for Sept. 

10 in Vienna — to deal with 
alleged cheating on group- 
assigned output quotas by several 
members. 

Industry sources said the excess

Mr. Atienza said the market- 
represented a cross-section of 
opinion and the general view was 
that the violent coup bid repre- 
sented a purging of disruptive 
elements in the military. 

But business groups were 
gloomy in their assessment. 

Mr. Ricardo Romulo, chair- 


man of the influential Makati 
business club which has 153 
corporate members, said the 
coup attempt, the fifth in Mrs. 
Aquino's 18 months in power, 
would seriously erode business 
confidence in the government 
“unless there is a quick, deter- 
mined follow-up to the quashing 
of the uprising." 

"Businessmen have begun to 
question the ability of the govern- 
ment to coordinate policy and 
action,” Mr. Romulo said. 

Mr. Aurelio Periquet, presi- 
dent of the Philippine Chamber 
of Commerce and Industry, said 
the coup attempt was a sign that 
Mrs. Aquino must quickly “patch 
up the leaks in the ship of state.” 

"This coup attempt was the most 
violent so far and it will definitely 
have repercussions on the busi- 


ness environment. Potential* in- 
vestors will decide to wait a little 
longer." Mr. Periquet said. 

Mr. Christian Roehr. secret- 
ary-general of the European 
Chamber of Commerce, said the 
good news was that the govern- 
ment had weathered another 
attempt to topple it. 

“But I am afraid that foreign 
investors will again postpone an 
influx of capital.” Mr. Roehr 
said. “Especially in Europe there 
is an impression that things are 
nor in control."

MANILA (Agencies) — Communist rebels Monday 
threatened renewed attacks against the divided 
Philippines military after Friday’s bloody coup 
attempt and there were rumours of a rebel govern- 
ment being established by the routed munitneers. 


Communist* 
dominated National Democratic 
From (NDF) coalition made it 
clear it would try to take full 
advantage of the confusion after 
the revolt to continue its 18-year 
insurgency.

The revolt, the bloodiest and 
most serious of five coup 
attempts against the 18-month- 


old government of President 
Corazon Aquino, has confirmed 
a deep rift within the 150.000- 
strong military. 

At least 40 people died and 270 
were wounded in the worst fight- 
ing in the capital since World war 

Reuter reporters in Baguio, 
north of Manila, said tension rose 
in the mountain city following 
reports that coup leader Co!.. 
Gregorio “Gringo * Honasan had 
set up a provisional government. 

Cot. Honasan fled in a helicop- 
ter from Camp Aguinaldo, the 
military headquarters the rebels, 
had seized, as government forces 
stormed the complex. 

An unsigned document, made 
available to reporters and 
apparently distributed in conjunc- 
tion with the coup attempt, called 


for new prsidential elections and 
said the country had been placed 
under the control of a provisional 
government “until political con- 
ditions shall have been stabil- 
ised.” 

The document said it was 
issued by “the ruling junta, pro- 
visional government of the Re- 
public of the Philippines under 
the reform the army movement. 
Central Luzon headquarters.” 

It accused the Aquino govern- 
ment of treason, saying it had 
declared war on the army and was 
soft in its campaign against both 
the Communist and Muslim in- 
surgencies. 

Opposition leader Juan Ponce 
Enrile said the rebellion was 
caused by the government ignor- 
ing the complaints of ill-equipped 
and poorly-paid soldiers. 

Mr. Enrile, a former defence 
minister who is dose ro Col. 
Honasan and other coup leaders, 
told a lunch meeting Mrs. Aquino 
had brought the uprising upon 
herself. 

Bui he denied involvement, 
adding: “The smoke of battle has 


lifted, to be sure, but not the 
grave crisis which has continued 
to besiege our land. Last Friday’s 
event is only a symptom of our 
national condition.” 

Military spokesman Col. Hon- 
esu> Isieia announced the govern- 
ment bad set up roadblocks in 
several areas outside Manila to 
prevent unauthorised movement 
of troops into the city. 

In Washington, a U.S. official 
said Sunday the United States 
hopes President Aquino’s recent 
decisive action in preventing a 
government coup signals an end 
to future insurgency. 

Undersecretary of State 
Michael H. Annacost also said 
there are festering problems in 
the Philippines that need to be 
addressed. 

“The government held firm 
and has promised a strong reac- 
tion," Mr. Annacost saia in an 
interview on NBC-TVs “Meet 
the Press” programme. 

“So we hope that will break the 
cycle and make this the last of 
what have obviously been a series 
of unsettling events.” 


‘Americans think they may disagree with Pope’ 


NEW YORK (R) — U.S. Catho- 
lics overwhelmingly believe they 
can disregard (he teachings of the 
Pope on moral issues such as 
abortion and birth control and 
remain in the faith, according to a 
new poll. 

The Time magazine said 93 per 
cent of American Catholics be- 
lieve it is possible to disagree with 
the Pope and still remain a good 
Catholic, and 78 per cent said it is 
permissible to make up one's 
own mind on abortion and birth 
control. 

The Catholic Church holds that 
abortion and artificial birth con- 
trol are immoral and must not be 
practised. 

The noil results come in adv- 
ance of Pope John Paul's visit to 


the United States and Canada on 
Sept. 10-20. 

Challenges to the Pope's au- 
thority on social issues, however, 
has not diminished Pope John 
Paul's standing among U.S. 
Catholics, the survey said. 

Seventy six per cent of Catho- 
lics — arid 56 per cent of Protes- 
tants surveyed — believe the 
Pope's warnings against material- 
ism. selfishness and consumerism 
are relevant today. 

According to the survey, 53 per 
cent of American Catholics be- 
lieve the Peope is infallible when 
pronouncing on doctrines like 
the divinity of Christ, while just 
37 per cent accept the infallibility 
of the Pope on moral issues. 

Official church doctrine says 


the Pope is infallible in both 
realms. 

The 53 million U.S. Catholics 
represent the fourth largest 
Catholic community in the world, 
after those of Brazil. Mexico and 
Italy’. Time said. 

Only 14 per cent of Catholics 
polled' said abortion should be 
outlawed. U.S. law permits abor- 
tion until the foetus is viable. 
And 24 per cent consider birth 
control wrong. 

Majorities of Catholics polled 
differed with official teachings on 
key soda! issues and came out in 
favour of women priests, married 
priests and remarriage within the 
church for those already di- 
vorced. the poll said. 


China tells foreign religions not to ‘interfere’ 


PEKING (R) — Catholics meet- 
ing to mark the 30th anniversary 
of China's state-approved church 
were warned not to tolerate “in- 
terference” in Chinese affairs by 
foreign religious groups, an offi- 
cial newspaper said Monday. 

Politburo member XI Zhong- 
xsn told 240 leading Chinese 
Catholks in Peking Sunday they 
should make “even greater con- 
tribution ... in the great task of 
Socialist construction and uniting 
the motherland.” 

“We absolutely cannot allow 
foreign religious groups or indi- 


viduals to interfere in our internal 
politics, or meddle with and con- 
trol our religious affairs.” the 
Guangraing Daily quoted Mr. Xi 
as saying. 

The meeting marked the 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Catholic Patriotic Assodation, 
which has no links with Rome 
and supports government potides 
indudmg China's strict birth-con- 
trol programme. 

“The association’s prinriples of 
independence and self-govern- 
ment ... have won increasing 


understanding, sympathy and 
support among friendly Catholics 
in other countries," Mr. Xi told 
the meeting. 

Chinese political leaders and 
dergy of the offidal church have 
repeatedly accused Rome of in- 
terfering m Chinese affairs and of 
secretly appointing clergy, and 
have callea'on the Vatican to end 
its links with Nationalist Taiwan. 

The assodation says it repre- 
sents 3.3 million Cattiolics, while 
an unknown number of Catholics 
are believed to worship in secret 
outside the official churches.

He paused when asked about 
his intentions concerning the 
presidential race, then answered: 
“Well, what I said in May was 
that I couldn't continue a* pres- 
idential campaign under the cir- 
cumstances that prevailed at the 
time. That's still my position,” 
the Tribune reported. 

Mr. Hart expressed empathy 
for the remaining Democratic 
contenders.

Indian 
police 
arrest 
top Sikh 
terrorist 

NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
Police on Sunday arrested one of 
the top Sikh terrorists wanted in 
connection with the assassination 
of India's former army chief, a 
senior police offidal reported. 

The offidal. who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said Har- 
jinder Singh Jinda was shot three 
times after firing at police trying 
to arrest him. The offidal said 
Jinda was hospitalised, but did 
not give a report on his condition. 

Jinda is wanted in connection 
with the killing of Gen. A.S. 
Vaidya. the former chief of army 
staff. Gen. Vaidya. who was gun- 
ned down in the western dty of 
Pune on Aug. 10. 1986, headed 
the anny when it stormed the 
Sikh's Golden Temple in Amrit- 
sar in June 1984. 

Jinda also is a suspect in the 
killing of a lawmaker and a dty 
councillor from Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi's Congress Party in 
New Delhi. 

Jinda was arrested earlier by 
New Delhi police, but escaped 
from custody in the western state 
of Gujarat. 

Samara Singh Bawa, who is 
sought in connection with several 
bank robberies, also was cap- 
tured with Jinda, the offidal said. 

The offidal said police reco- 
vered two loaded pistols, 20 
rounds of ammunition and cash 
and gold worth more than 
$25,000 from Jinda and Bawa. 

An AK-47 assault rifle, an 
automatic gun and 145 rounds of 
ammunition were recovered at 
their hideout, the offidal said. 

Jinda's arrest follows the 
arrests of two other major terror- 
ists in Punjab earlier this week. 

Meanwhile, the United 
News of India reported on Sun- 
day that Sikh extremists killed a 
paramilitary officer in northern 
Punjab state. 


Seoul’s main parties 
agree on charter draft 


SEOUL (R) — South Korea’s 
two main political parties agreed 
Monday on the outline text for a 
more democratic constitution, 
spokesmen of the two parties 
said. 

They said the draft charter, 
which must be approved by the 
National Assembly, provides for 
direct presidential elections by- 
uni versa! suffrage. The head of 
state would serve a single five- 
year term. 

The first direct vote in 16 years 
is expected in December, when 
South Koreans will choose a suc- 
cessor to President Chun Doo 
'Hwan, whose seven-year man- 
date expires next February. 

News of the agreement broke 
just a few hours after leaders of 
the ruling Democratic Justice 
Party (DJP) and the main opposi- 
tion grouping, the Reunification 
Democratic Party (RDP), 
announced a last-minute post- 
ponement of a summit encounter 
due Monday. 

Officials on both sides said 
that,* with Monday's successful 
completiou of the constitution 
talks, DJP President Roh Tae- 
Woo and RDP leader Kim 
Youug-Sam were expected to 
meet later this week, perhaps 
Wednesday. 

Talks on revising the con- 
troversial 1980 constitution, 
drawn up just a few months after 
Mr. Cbu^dedared martial law, 
were a major demand of tens of 
thousands of protesters who 
thronged dty streets across the 
nation in June. 

Mr. Chun, who bad strongly 
resisted such a move during his 
term of office, bowed to the 
demonstrators and announced a 
string of democratic reforms. 

DJP and RDP quickly set up a 
bipartisan eight-man panel to 


draft an acceptable constitution,, 
and it began work on July 31. - 

In contrast to the bitter wrang- 
ling which had marked earlier 
relations between the two parties, 
all the signs have been that both 
sides approached the task con- 
structively and in a spirit of com- 
promise, analysts said. 

The last obstades to be over-, 
come were the RDP demand for 
a four-year renewable presiden- 
tial term, instead of the DJFs- 
pro posed single six-year man- 
date. the opposition party’s prop- 
osal for creation of a vice-pres- 
idential post, and elimination of 
the president’s current powers to 
dissolve parliament. 

The panel’s work, originally 
due to be wound up on Aug. 20, 
continued without a break until 
Monday when the last comprom- 
ises were struck. 

The two sides split the differ- 
ence on the presidential term, the 
RDP dropped its call for a vice- 
presidential post and the ruling 
party agreed to abolish the head 
of state's power of dissolution. 

Now the stage is set for the 
National Assembly’s Constitution 
Revision Committee to write the. 
text of the charter, which must’ 
then win approval of at least 
two-thirds of the full chamber. 

The final step before new elec- 
tions can be held will be submis- 
sion of the final draft constitution 
to a national referendum, due in 
October. 

While the most likely date for 
presidential elections, mid-De- 
cember, is still some months 
away, the ruling DJP has already 
nominated Mr. Roh as its stan- 
dard-bearer.

Huynh said his family had 
turned Le in for stealing money 
from Huynh's mothers bank 
account. 

He came bade for revenge,” 
said Huynh, the only member of 
his family in the home who 
escaped harm. 

Tuan Tran, a Vietnamese in- 
terpreter called to the scene by 
police, said the gunman was a 
Vietnamese refugee who 


apparently had been accused of 
stealing the mother's bank book 
four years ago and wanted to 
dear his reputation. 

The gunman pulled an antoma-- 
tic weapon from a sleeve of his 
trend) coat and blasted away, 
authorities and witnesses said. 

• “Bullets were flying around 
our heads,” said Jiui Nichols, a 
paramedic who was among the 
first to arrive at the scene. 

The gunman killed his 52-year- 
old unde, 4£year-oId aunt, two 
female cousins, ages 23 and 26, 
and a 24-year-old woman visiting 
the family, police spokeswoman 
Jane Sheehan said. 

After a two-hour standoff with 
police, the gunman fatally shot 
himself, said deputy police Super- 
intendent Robert O’Toole. A 
9mm gun was found next to his 
body. O'Toole said. 


Colombo- Jaffna express 
train resumes operations 


COLOMBO. Sri Lanka (AP) — 
The express train “Yal Devi/’ or 
Jaffna Queen," on Monday be- 
gan its first run in two years from 
Colombo to the northern dty of 
Jaffna, carrying 2,000 cheering 
passengers. 

Resumption of operation of the 
12-car train opens the way for 
more trade and travel between 
the Tamil-dominated Jaffna 
peninsula and the rest of this 
island nation, where a 4-year-old 


Tamil guerrilla war has killed at 
least 6,000 people and devastated 
the economy. 

The train, pulled by an old 
diesel engine, left on its 300- 
kilometre, nine-hour run at 5:45 
a.m. (0015 GMT), said a Railway 
Department spokesman. The 
train is 4o stop at 15 -stations. 

The service was suspended af- 
ter Tamil rebels blew up several 
cars of the train on Jan. 19. 1985, 
killing 26 Sri Lankan soldiers. 


U.S. tests shuttle rocket after delay 


BRIGHAM CITY, Utah (R) — 
Engineers have carried out the 
first full-scale test of a rede- 
signed 126-foot rocket that scien- 
tists hope will bring the nation's 
manned space shuttle programme 
back to life. 

The test in the northern Utah 
desert lasted only abour two mi- 
nutes but the U.S. space agency 
and manufacturer Mortem 
Thiokol said it will give them the 
data needed to assess a number of 
new features in the shuttle's solid 


rocket booster. 

Engineers said it will take them 
at least two weeks to analyse all 
the data collected by the 520 
instruments that monitored the 
test. 

“I hope, when the data frail in 
and the motor's taken anart. that 
the data shows that it's a 100 per 
cent success," said Richard Tru- 
ly, head of the shuttle project for 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA). 


The rocket was fired in a hori- 
zontal, fixed position and the 
blast sent a plume of exhaust 
fumes hundreds of feet into the 
atmosphere. The blast roared out 
over the northern end of the 
Great Salt Lake. 

The test originally was sche- 
duled for last Thursday but a

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Alcohol still major cause for accidents 

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet traffic police chief has said 
. drunkenness was stfll a main cause of road accidents in die Soviet 
'Union despite a crackdown on heavy dri nkin g. Leonid Zverdovs- 
ky said on television that one in four deaths and one in five 
injuries on the roads were caused by drinking. “Preventing 
drinking and driving is still a problem,” Zverdovsky said. “It $ 
one of the main causes of tragedies on roads and in the streets." 
Kremlin' leader Mikhail Gorbachev has launched an anti-drink, 
campaign, limiting the hours in which hard liquor can be sold and 
raising prices. Zverdovsky said 18,000 people nad been killed and 
132, 000 injured in 121 ,000 road accidents in the first seven months 
of the year. He did not compare the figures with previous years. A 
senior traffic police official said in a newspaper interview last 
week that 39.000 people died on the roads last year. He said there 
had been fewer deaths in the first six months this year than in the 
first half of 1986. 

Business frauds top UAE crime list 

ABU DHABI (R) — Business and trade frauds topped the list of 
crimes in the United Arab Emirates last year, the Interior 
Ministry said Monday. They amounted to nearly 47 per cent of 
the total of 22,000 crimes fisted in 1986- The 1986 crime sheet 
showed an increase of 7.5 per cent over the previous year in all 
crimes ranging from minor offences to murder, the ministry 
report said. 

China uses morality to fight AIDS 

PEKING (R) — China is using traditional medicine and morality, 
research and inspection of foreigners in its fight against AIDS. 
“China’s social system and traditional morality are effective in the 
fight against AIDS,” the offidal Health News quoted Vice 
Minister For Public Health He Jiescbeng as saying on iris return 
from an international AIDS meeting in Australia. “But we must 
recognise the risk posed by our open-door policy,” he said. Few 
cases of acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) have 
been reported in China. The minis ter said several people had 
contracted the deadly virus from tranfusions of contaminated 
imported blood products. Under an agreement signed recently 
with Harvard UnrversitY. China is sending seven experts in 
traditional medidne to the United States next year for research 
into combatting AIDS. Among steps being taken to fight the 
disease, winch breaks down the body's ability to fight off 
infection, are the inspection of people entering China, the setting 
up of laboratories in coastal cities and experimenting with the use 
or Chinese medidne, he added. An American suffering from 
AIDS was airlifted out of China by the U.S. Air Force last month 
after airlines refused to cany him. 

Step taken towards chlamydia vaccine 

SAN FRANCISCO (R) — Researchers at the University of 
California at San Francisco (UCSF) and the Chiron Corporation 
have said they bad doned a gene that may lead to a vaccine 
against chlamydia, the most common venereal disease in the 
United States. The scientists, who reported their work In the 
September issue of the Journal of Bacteriology, said the discovery 
was only a first step towards developing a vaccine against the 
disease.' But they expressed optimism that the cloned gene could 
be used to produce synthetic versions of a protein that would act 
as a vaccine. Richard Stephens, a UCSF molecular biologist who 
directed the research, said the next steps will involve producing 
large quantities of the protein and finding an effective way of 
packaging fie protein antigen so that it will stimulate the body’s 
immune system. In the meantime, he said, the discoverymay lead 
to more effective diagnostic tests for toe disease. Fifteen types of 
the chlamydia bacterium are known to scientists, and the disease 
is one of the major causes of blindness in the Third World. 

Drug-filled condoms kill courier 

SYDNEY (R) — A naked man found dead in a Sydney street was 
killed when drug-filled condoms burst inside him, police said 
Monday. A post mortem revealed four burst condoms and 18 
intact ones in the stomach and rectum of the body, found Sunday, 
Detective Sergeant Gary Matthews told a news conference. “It’s 
obious that he's died on an overdose of whatever drug they 
contained, we feel it’s heroin, as a result of the condoms rupturing 
in his stomach,” Matthews said. The corpse contained 250 
grammes (nine ounces) of the drug, which, were it heroin, would 
have a street value of about 500,000 dollars (5350,000), he said. 
Matthews said police believed the man arrived in Australia late 
last week and died soon afterwards. His body was«then dumped 
by associates. Police had no clues to the dead man's identity or 
which country he had come from, he added. Police said they did 
not know why the man's associates foiled to remove the condoms 
from the corpse.
